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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-2, 7-9, and 1 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-2, 7-9, and 1 1-28 define non-statutory processes because they merely 
manipulate an abstract idea (manipulation of audio samples) without a claimed limitation to a 
practical application. The disclosed invention has a practical application in the technological arts 
(audio signal processing); however, the claimed process, a series of steps to be performed by a 
computer, amounts to a manipulation of an abstract idea without a claimed limitation to the 
practical application. Further, the series of steps to be performed by the computer fail to provide 
any pre- or post- computer process activity and thus, do not yield a useful, tangible and concrete 
result. 

The disclosed invention of the instant application pertains to methods or apparatus of 
processing of audio signals, with said signals being normalized or modified to obtain a plurality 
of samples and the samples being cross-faded and/or combined, which is a manipulation of an 
abstract idea without any limitation to a practical application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-6 and 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 21-24, the claims include the limitation of "sampling a second portion 
of an audio signal at a second sampling rate" and further recite "the first and second portions of 
the audio signal having a common portion of the audio signal." It is unclear if the second portion 
of data is generated from another audio signal or if both portions are actually of the same audio 
signal. 

Regarding claims 3-6, Claim 3 recites the limitation "the network communication link" in 
line 1. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The indicated allowability of claim 3 is withdrawn in view of the new grounds of 
rejection.
